.Special .-Vgeiit lirooks, of tlio treasury 
department, arrived liere from Wash- 
ington six weeks ago for liie purpose of 
aptiiriiig a large sliipment of smuggled 
oiiiuiii iiiid breiikiiig up the opium ring 
in tliis city. Ihooks found no opium, 
lull it now transpires that the drug ar- 
rived here on lime, despite the elforls 
of hiie entire customs service. 

When the oiiiiiin was expected here 
fi 1)111 Victoria by steamer it was shipped 
l-^asl, and then brought to this city by 
rail. If the customs officers watched 
the China steamers very closely the 
contraband drug invariably came by 
way of Honolulu, Australia or Panama. 
The smugglers are so completely organ- 
ized that they can ciiange their tactics 
easily. There wus a large Bhipmciit of 
smuggled opium due here about two 
weeks ago, but the ring cabled their 
agent not to send the drug by the China 
steaiiicr.

Kiicruetlc Action at Last Taken to I'rotwct 
the blvcs of LIuenieu from the 
Deadly Wires. 



N'i;w York, Dec. 14. —Tiie city is en- 
vcliqied iu gloom lo-iiiglit. Not a 
single arc light is liui iiing on any of tlie 
in iiicipal stieets. 'I'liis was the result 
of to-day's onslaugiil by tho doparl- 
iiieiit of Public Works on defective ami 
iiiqiroperly strung wires of the electric 
light companies. A large quantity of 
iniproperiy insulated wire was cut to- 
day liy gangs sent out liy the depart- 
niriit, and in some cases in tlie lower 
part of tlie city poles were removed, 
i'he electric light people h ive given up 
tile tight so far as ligiitiiig tlio city is 
roiicrriuil, anil they will do nothing 
tiii tlirr until the mailer is settled in tile 
cnurts. 'I'he shutting otV uf the liglils 
caused great inconvenience to pedes- 
trians and no little amount of grum- 
bling.

F. B. Vuniiii's Suicide. 

PlllLADKLniiA, Dec. 14. — The news 
of the death of Kranklin H. Gowan 
caused a great sensation liore. Tho law 
oflico of Francis 1. (Jowaii, nephew of 
the deceased, \vas quickly liesieged by 
prr.'Miiis seeking iiitiirinat ion, but Mr. 
(Iiiwan, who was niucli shocked by tlie 
news, said lie was utterly ignorant as to 
what could have led to tlie suicide, 
if siicli it was. He left soon 
afterward to care for tho body and bring 
it home. l''ranklin B. Gowan was one 
nf tlic licsl known men in liiiancial and 
legal circles in the city, and was esti- 
mated lo he worth .i;'2lM),U(K) or SliOO.OOO. 
Ill' liveil ill a iiaiidsoiiie suburban resi- 
dence al Mount Airy, and leaves a wife 
and daugliter. His friends are more 
surprised at the report of the suicide 
from tho fad that he was never known 
to curry a iiistol. He was opposed to 
the practice, and during the Molly Ma- 
giiire prosecutions at PottsviUe, when 
lie was ill great danger, he refused to 
carry a weapon.

Three 
years ago he was summoned to Europe 
to take charge of an expedition for the 
elief of lOmiii I'aaha.

than even be anticipated. The narra- 
tive of his wonderful journey 
ia yet to he told. Wo have as yet the 
merest scraps of information. A few 
leltora hastily written under cii'cuiu- 
stauces most unfavoralilo for coniposi- 
tion can give but a vury inadenuate 
idea of all that fjtanley uud his brave 
companions have done and suffered dur' 
ig the last three years.

CLOUE CONSTITUEiiaiES. 

The Toronto Mail of a late date con 
tiina a most interesting article siiowin; 
the vury small majorities by which many 
of the Ontario counties were carried. 
In twenty-six counties the majority on 
ono.side or the other was less than one 
huodced; and in twenty it was two hun- 
dred and more than one hundred. Our 
coutcuiporary appears to consider that 
the "iiulepemleiit men" in those counties 
have the result in their hands. It says: 
"It might b« impossible to turn a major- 
ity of a thousand or even five hundred 
into a minority; but independents can 
certainly by united action make it de- 
cidedly interesting in such counties as 
give for either side majorities aggregat- 
aa high as two hundred.'' Independents 
inighfi^make^t interesting in Bucb coun- 
tie^' i>tit!iti.isnpt at all, probable tltat the 
iiidepejtdent'inen would be the gainers 
by thS 'contests. The great probability 
would be that thoy would succeed 
in playing into the hands of lliu party 
whose interests the great majority of 
them do not wish to serve. In these 
counties the two old" parties would be 
sure to nominate (»(ndidates. The can- 
didacy of the indepen'dent mkn wolild 
make it very niiceriaiu which of tha 
two wouhl will, and in this way it 
would make matters exceedingly inter- 
esting, hut si is highly improbable that 
he would take enough votes from hoth 
aides to give him a majority. In Ontario 
party spirit is very strong. Men 
of both parties are wedded to 
the old political creeds. It is 
only the exceptional man who will 
sever his connection with his party lo 
join a new organization. In these con- 
stituencies the independent man will 
take comparatively few from both the 
old parties, lie will destroy the political 
balance in the county and give the pre 
poiuleraiice lo the candidate of one of the 
old parlies, and the chances are greatly 
in favor of hia helping to return thu 
very man that he wishes to be defeated. 
I'hese triangular contests are excued- 
iiigly difTicult to manage. A great many 
will promise to vote for the iiulepemleiit 
man with tliu hope that ho will he iii- 
iliici'd to ciiiai; iJUL ill order that the 
■ ■ uiilidate whom they reuUy favor will 
liavu a better chance of bein^ returned. 
I.(M al politicians are often very shrewd, 
and we iiru i.'oiislraiiied to confess that 
many of tliciii are not al all scrupiiloua, 
The wirupiiUurs of the parly which 
knows that it ia in a iiiiiiorily will 
aii.xious to yet the iiidcpciiiluiil man to 
.oiiu; mil. .And to aci.'oiiipl isli their 
pui pose they will prevail upon sumu of 
their friends whom tliey can trust lo 
promise to vote for him. anil even to 
sign his reiiuisitioii, lint when polling 
ilay coiiiea it will be fmind that (|iiile a 
largo number of those whom the iiide- 
pottdeuti.man counted upon ' as support 
ers voted for the candidate of the old 
party. 

Tactics liko those were resorted to iu 
Laiubton, and although Mr. McKeiizie 
did not poll a majorily of llie coiislilii- 
(iney, aa a whole, ho waa very far ahead 
of the other two candidates. It Is al- 
most certain that the candidacy of the 
indepeudeht man greatly lessened the 
(bnsorvative candidates ohiincos of sue- 
cusB. If the Liberal majority in the 
county hud been much smaller thu same 
roaull would have humi pnaliiced. In 
tact, had thu normal iiiajniity liceii 
slightly in favor of tlio C'onsurvativea 
liio contest would have resulted in a 
victory for the Grits, 

The "Tliiiil I'arty," or the "Indo- 
pciideiit men" are not in love with Grit 
riih'.
